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As  this  Folio  goes  to  print,  The  Bureau  of  Enforcement  of  the  U.S.  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  has  announced  that  consumers  are  victims  of  short- 
weight  thievery  in  both  meats  and  packaged  foods.  A  nationwide  survey  found 
that  of  the  7,000  interstate  shipments  of  food  checked  for  weight,  150  were  under 
the  amount  printed  on  the  package. 

There  is  no  way  of  checking  these  errors,  even  if  the  purchaser  wanted 
to  do  so.  California's  consumer  counsel  recently  made  a  survey  of  Sacramento 
supermarkets  in  which  five  housewives  were  given  $10  and  told  to  buy  14 
specified  items  making  their  selection  on  the  basis  of  the  largest  quantity  at 
the  least  cost.  Of  the  14  items,  only  one  was  identified  correctly  by  all  five 
shoppers  as  the  lowest-cost  item  for  the  money.  That  was  cheddar  cheese. 

In  this  Folio  we  begin  the  first  of  13  programs  on  Consumer  Problems.  On 
Thursday,  March  22  at  8:40  p.m.,  Planned  Confusion  will  probe  the  packaging 
and  labeling  practices  of  the  food  processing  industry.  This  hour-long  docu- 
mentary was  produced  for  Pacifica  Radio  by  Alex  Quarmyne  at  KPFK  under 
a  grant  from  Consumer's  Union.  You  will  hear  facts  about  packaging  and  the 
opinions  of  shoppers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  law-enforcement  officers.
